Two New Scholarships Established, 
Honor Coach Parrish , Mrs. Dayton 


Two new memorial scholar- 
ship funds have been established 
at Potomac State College of West 
Virginia University by alumnus 
Sidney H. Harris ’32, and 
Associate Professor Emeritus 
Ervin L. (Ikey) Dayton ’24. 

The awards, being ad- 
ministered by the Potomac State 
College Foundation, honor the 
late Coach George F. Parrish, a 
former member of the faculty, 


who died in 1971, and Mrs. Agnes 
McGuffie Dayton, the wife of 
Prof. Dayton, who died Jan. 6. 

The Pairish-Harris Scholar- 
ship is the second grant to be 
funded by Harris who ip 1971 set 
up a fund in memory of the late 
Dean Frank Mauzy, who taught 
at Potomac State from 1922-36, 
as well as a cash prize of $50 
given annually to the student 
with the highest scholastic 


average in history. Harris, a 
former businessman in Pitt- 
sburgh, Pa., now resides in Bal 
Harbour, Fla. 

Parrish, a . resident of 
Charleston, W.Va., at the time of 
his death on Sept. 22, 1971, had 
been the executive secretary of 
the West Virginia Railroad 
Association and its legislative 
lobbyist since 1938. 

He served Potomac State as 


athletic director as well as coach 
of football and basketball for 11 
years from 1922-33. .During that 
time he also played center 
position with the Keyser 
Collegians, an independent 
basketball team. 

Parrish achieved an enviable 
career in athletics and politics. 
Two daughters also attended 
Potomac State: Mrs. Agnes 
Popp ’42 of Roanoke, Va., and 
Mrs. Margaret Carey ’48, of 
Charleston. 

Mrs. Dayton, who died in 
January at the Petersburg

Establishes Award 
For Top Student 

A new award has been 
established at Potomac State 
College by an alumnus who 
wishes to remain anonymous. It 
will be known as the Outstanding 
Student Award and will be given 
each spring at the Recognition 
Day Convocation. 

This year's award, a cash 
prize of $100, went to a 
graduating student, Miss Melissa 
A. Gee, a pre-veterinary science 
major of Trout. A member of 
Sigma Phi Omega Honor 
Society, she also served as 
president of the Sophomore 
Class, was a member of Student 
Government, was secretary of 
the Agriculture Club, served on 
Student Life and Institutional 
Research n Committees, and 
played intramural volleyball. 

Criteria for the award, as 
established by an ad hoc faculty 
committee are as follows: The 
student must be a full-time 
sophomore with a 3.7 or better 
average for the first three 
semesters of college work with 
no failing grades and carry a 
minimum of 14 hours each 
semester. 

The student must have at least 
two leadership and-or service 
roles on campus and deportment 
must be above reproach. 

The selection committee, 
appointed yearly by the 
Executive Dean, will narrow the 
number of candidates to five and 
then conduct personal interviews 
before making a final decision.

15-Year-Old Son 
Of Dr. Bullard 
Killed In Crash 

James Bullard, the 15-year-old 
son of Dr. and Mrs. Todd H. 
Bullard, Bethany, was fatally 
injured in a car crash July 17. 
Dr. Bullard had served Potomac 
State College as its president 
from 1964-1970. 

Fragmented reports indicate 
that a Chevrolet convertible 
being driven by a 17-year-old 
went over an embankment on the 
Bethany Pike and that James 
Bullard and another boy, Mat- 
thew Staffileno, of Wellsburg, 
died as a result of injuries 
sustained in the crash. 

The two were taken to Ohio 
Valley Medical Center, 
Wheeling. Authorities said one of 
the boys was trapped under the 
car and a tow truck had to 
remove the convertible from 
atop the boy. The driver and 
another passenger were treated 
for cuts and scratches and 
released from the hospital. 

Dr. and Mrs. Bullard were 
enroute to New York for a 
vacation when stopped by police 
and informed of the crash at 4 
a.m. on Saturday about 3^> hours * 
after the mishap. 

Friends were received by the 
Bullard family at their Pen- 
dleton Heights home in Bethany. 

in addition to his parents, Todd 
H. and Ella (Rickey) Bullard, he 
is survived by a brother, three 
sisters, his maternal grand- 
mother, and his paternal 
grandparents. 

A memorial scholarship fund 
in young Bullard's name has 
been established at Bethany 
College where his father is now 
the president.

Cont’d from Page 1 
commanding officer of the 
aircraft carrier USS WASP and 
as commander of the Orlando 
(FLA.) Naval Training Center. 

A native of Clarksburg, he 
attended West Virginia 
University after leaving 
Potomac State and was 
graduated from the United 
States Naval Academy during 
World War II.

Pi Fraternity, several aviation 
associations, and the Florida 
Council of International 
Development. He chaired the 
Governor’s Conference on World 
Trade held in Orlando in 1979. He 
has also served for a number of 
years as a member of the 
Governor’s Tourism Advisory 
Committee. 

In choosing Prof. Handlan for 
the honor, the selection com- 
mitee noted that during his 
tenure at Potomac State he had 
given basic preparation to 
hundreds of students for their 
careers as doctors, dentists, 
veterinarians, medical 
technologists, physical 
therapists, and nurses.

Make Vintage Wine In West Virginia 


West-Whitehill Winery, Ltd., of 
Keyser, has announced that its 
first vintage wine is now 
available at grocery stores and 
restaurants in. eastern West 
Virginia. 

The firm was founded in July 
1981 by Dr. Charles D. Whitehill, 
Keyser, chairman of the Division 
of Arts and Humanities at 
Potomac State College, and 
Stephen D. West, Philadelphia 
attorney, who is the husband of 
Lucy Fisher West, daughter of 
the late John Fisher and Mrs. 
Fisher of the community of 
Fisher in Hardy County. 

West first planted French- 
American grapes in Fisher in 
1973. These are the first known 
wine grapes planted in the state 
for many decades. During the 
past 10 years, West has con- 
tinued to experiment with the 
development of wine grapes and 
is encouraged that the warm, 


Dr. Whitehill has developed 
considerable expertise as a wine 
maker utilizing the unique 
qualities of the French-American 
wine grape under the tutelage of 
Dr. Hamilton Mowbray, a well- 
known vinter located in West- 
minster, Md. 

In 1981, Dr. Whitehill and Mr. 
West joined forces to form West- 
Whitehill Winery with the goal of 
producing premium wine from 
West Vir^nia grapes. They 
acquired a federal permit and 
their first grape crush was in the 
fall of 1981 producing 800 gallons 
of wine. 

At the present time they have 
available on the market a West 
Virginia Aurore which is a semi- 
dry lifcht white wine and 
Highland Red, which is a dry 
bordeaux-type red wine. They 
also plan to release a semi-sweet 
rose later this All.
